ORDER 

S.O. 841 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) read with sub-section (5) of section 33 of the 
Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of the Government of India, Ministry of Surface Transport Order 
Number S.O, 812 (E), dated the 21st October, 1993, the Central Government hereby directs that with effect from the date 
folio wi rig the expiration of thirty days from the date of publication of this order in the Official Gazette, Port dues shall be levied 
on each of the coastal vessels or foreign vessels entering the port of East Island, Diglipur, Mayabuhder, Elphiston Harbour 
(Ranghat), Havelock, Neil Island, Cinque and South Cinque Islands, Jolly Buoys (Machperson Strait), Port Blair, Hut Bay, 
Dugong creek, Malacca Car Nicobar (East), Mas Car Nicorbar (West), Tillangchong (Castle Bay), Tillangcltang Island, Cliowra, 
Teressa, Nancowry, Katchal (East Bay), Pillow Millow, Kondul Island, Campbell Bay and South Bay (Great Nicorbar inland), 
in the Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands and described in column (1) of tire Schedule hereto annexed at the rates 
specified in the corresponding entry in column (2) or (3), as the case may be at the intervals specified in the corresponding entry 
in column (4) of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the foreign vessels shall be charged with port dues at the rates notified in US dollars and the same collected 
in Indian Rupees at the exchan ge rate notified by the Resserve Bank of India on the date of arrival of the vessel. ,
